Juveniles charged with 
arson in old food bank

Kentucky State Police Arson Investigator 
Curtis Combs was called and participated in 
interviews with the juveniles. 

All three juveniles have been charged with 
Burglary, 3rd degree - 2 counts, Criminal Mis¬ 
chief, 1st degree, Theft by Unlawful Taking, and 
Arson, 2nd degree. 

Additional charges may follow. 

Some of the items reported missing from the 
break-ins have been recovered and returned to 
the rightful owner.

Volunteers behind Bethel Church and Cemetery 
restoration project receive preservation award 


When the awards selection 
committee met a few weeks 
ago to sort through nomina¬ 
tions for this year’s Ida Lee 
Willis Awards, they were 
happy that many great projects 
and individuals had been nomi¬ 
nated. But narrowing down the 
choices was going to be tough! 

It became clear that a cou¬ 
ple of the nominations stood 
out, for the extraordinary pas¬ 
sion the nominees had for the 
historic sites they were work¬ 
ing to preserve, and for the 
very personal commitment of 
time and resources these indi¬ 
viduals had invested to ensure 
these places were preserved for 
future generations. 

One of these was Bethel 
Church and Cemetery, located 
at the intersection of U.S. 27 
and KY 17 about five miles 
north of Falmouth, in Pendle¬ 
ton County. Constructed in 
1879, the frame church 
includes a family cemetery that 
dates to 1848. It is a final rest¬ 
ing place for about 425 souls, 
including veterans of the War 
of 1812, the Civil War, and 
World Wars I and II. 

By 2007, the church and 
cemetery had been neglected 
for more than 50 years and 
fallen into extreme disrepair. 
This impending preservation 
project began when Charlie 
Pyles visited the cemetery with 
his wife, whose grandparents 
were buried there. That day he 
met Obie Fardo and they dis¬ 
cussed the sad state of the cem¬ 
etery and what might be done. 
Charlie recruited a neighbor.

“Juries” 


Most of us have watched enough 
old westerns to remember when 
Judge Roy Bean, the hanging judge 
from Texas, needed a jury panel; he 
would go to the local safoon and 
quickly draft participants. 

I have heard some of the older 
attorneys tell how the circuit judge 
in Pendleton County would order 
the sheriff to quickly round up a 
jury when needed for a court mat¬ 
ter. The sheriff would head to the 
pool room, barber shop or some 
other loafing place, and in no time 
have a jury ready. 

As a circuit court clerk for some 
20 years, I learned much about 
court business and trials through 
observation. I learned that just 
because a witness took the oath to 
tell the truth, this oath did not 
insure complete honesty. More lies 
were told on the witness stand than 
truth. I thought that law enforce¬ 
ment people always told the truth— 
-not’. I thought that all clergy told 
the truth—not.’ I thought that all 
educational employees told the 
truth—not.’ I thought that all doc¬ 
tors and medical folks told the 
truth—not.’ I thought that all 
politicians told the truth—not.’ I 
thought all writers and story tellers 
told the truth—not.’ It was always 
assumed that the accused would lie, 
but I discovered that the truth was 
equal among the variety on both 
sides. 

Some people relish the opportu¬ 
nity of serving on a jury. Others 
hate the thought of being picked. I 


have heard folks say, “I wish I was 
on that jury. I would send that rat to 
the electric chair or put him away 
for life.” Those same people who 
boast of what they would do, many 
times are not even registered to vote, 
or somehow don’t feel the duty of 
serving on a jury. They really have 
never been faced with a serious deci¬ 
sion to put a human being to death, 
regardless of the crime. 

When a jury is seated, the first 
duty is to select a foreman. Some¬ 
times this simple task takes a long 
time. Attorneys, especially prosecu¬ 
tors, became skilled in helping speed 
up this process and also in being 
able to determine the individual 
they wanted to be foreman. 

The prosecutor would appear to 
be assisting the judge in forwarding 
the instructions to the jury. As the 
jury walked to the jury room to 
begin deliberation, the prosecutor 
would politely hand the instructions 
to the member he wanted to be 
foreman. This person was usually a 
leader and felt hy the prosecutor to 
be for law and order; thus helping 
him win his case. In more modern 
times, the court became aware of 
what was happening and the judge 
directed the bailiff to simply place 
the instructions on a table in the 
jury room. 

I used to be good at predicting 
the outcome of a trial Because I 
knew many of the jury members. 
As time passed, I was wrong many 
times. I still feel that, even though it 
is not perfect, our country has the 


best system of dealing with disputes 
and crime. 

I guess the most colorful trial I 
witnessed as a clerk was a four day 
rape trial. This case was not “cut and 
dried” by any means. Both the 
prosecutor and the defending attor¬ 
ney put on admirable arguments. 
Both sides gave final arguments and 
the judge gave instructions to the 
jury. The jury retired to the cham¬ 
bers to deliberate a verdict. 

They had been in session for 
some three hours and the evening 
meal time approached. The judge 
ordered the bailiff to bring dinner to 
the jury. Dinner was served and the 
jury deliberated for two additional 
hours. 

The foreman sent a note to the 
judge that indicated they could not 
agree on a verdict. 

The judge brought them in the 
courtroom and gave them a chal¬ 
lenge to go back and make every 
effort to reach a verdict. They 
returned and deliberated for an 
additional hour. Another note was 
sent that indicated they were dead¬ 
locked and that no decision could 
be reached. 

The judge ordered that they 
return to the courtroom. I was 
standing near the door as the jury 
was returning. The first member 
entered shaking his head in a frus¬ 
trated manner, and I heard him say, 
“Those are eleven of the hard-head- 
edest S.O.B’s I have ever seen in my 
life!”

Newman were soon on board to 
lend a hand. 

The average age of these men 
was about 70, all were retired, 
they shared a knack for ‘fixing’ 
things, and each had compassion 
and respect for history. 

Individually and as a team, 
they worked with sustained dedi¬ 
cation from 2007 to 2012 in the 
common cause of cleaning up and 
preserving the site. Extraordinary 
hardships and disasters were expe¬ 
rienced that might have caused 
others to abandon the project, but 
their belief in the importance of 
what they were doing was strong. 


To make a very long story 
short, these men persevered, 
recruited others to their cause, 
and succeeded in reintroducing a 
local landmark back to the com¬ 
munity. In recognition, the first 
Ida Lee Willis Memorial Founda¬ 
tion Grassroots Preservation 
Award was presented to Charlie 
Pyles, Obie Fardo, Frank Hus¬ 
sung, and Billie Newman, for 
preservation of the Bethel Church 
and Cemetery. 

The Ida Lee Willis Awards 
recognize those who have demon¬ 
strated an understanding of and 
appreciation for the value of pre¬ 
serving and reusing Kentucky’s 


historic resources, whether 
through the rehabilitation of an 
important structure or communi¬ 
ty resource, or lifetime commit¬ 
ment to encouraging and promot¬ 
ing historic preservation. The 
awards are named for the late Ida 
Lee Willis, a former Kentucky 
first lady who was appointed first 
executive director of the Ken¬ 
tucky Heritage Commission state 
historic preservation office (now 
the Kentucky Heritage Council) 
in 1966. The foundation was 
chartered in 1979 to honor her 
efforts in helping preserve Ken¬ 
tucky’s historic and archaeological 
resources. 


Coping with Change 


Janice and I recently attended a 
1931 class reunion in Breathitt 
County. Jean Hundley, a member of 
this class, had written a piece detail¬ 
ing some of the changes she had seen 
in her lifetime. Jean, at the time 
when she wrote this piece, was living 
in Russellville, Ohio; she has since 
assed on. I asked permission from 
er son to publish the following, 
which I have edited slightly. Older 
persons, in particular, should enjoy 
this description of change, particu¬ 
larly Mildred Dickison and her 
cohort. 

“As we stand on the brink of a 
new millennium with fear and 
excitement, wondering what the 
future will unfold, I see how far 
we’ve traveled. In a span of sixty 
years, I have witnessed drastic chang¬ 
es in economics, medicine, transpor¬ 
tation, communication, fashion, and 
entertainment. Our young computer 
experts bite their nails and work 
frantically, as the year 2000 
approaches, hoping to avoid a loss of 
technology that will plunge us back¬ 
wards into a world they’ve never 
seen, but we old-timers remember 
when a mouse was just an unwel- 
comed rodent! 

My birth took place at home in 
an isolated mountain community far 
removed from the sterile hospitals of 
today. There were no fancy drugs to 
dull the pain, only a medically 
untrained midwife assisted my 
mother. In 1931, that was the norm, 
I was fourteen before I saw the inside 
of a doctor’s office. Our medicines 
were gathered and prepared from 
roots, trees, and berries, by my 
mother. We had no electricity or 
inside plumbing and very little con¬ 
nection to the outside world. Now 
with just a flip of a switch or a touch 
of a outton, the world is at our fin¬ 
gertips. 

When I was a child our mail was 
delivered by train to a post office 
along the river and from there it was 
dispersed throughout the mountain 
from horseback. Letters required 
three cents postage and postcards 
one penny, but that increased to 33 
cents and now this type of commu¬ 
nication borders on the obsolete in 
the midst of our computer age. Who 


writes a letter when cellular phones, 
beepers, pagers, and the mind-bog¬ 
gling Internet keep friends and fam¬ 
ily just a touch away? Our horses 
have been put out to pasture in 
exchange for two-car garages. 

My mother used eggs to purchase 
items she could not raise or some¬ 
how make for herself; now a small 
piece of plastic will serve the same 
purpose. Most of our clothes were 
handmade but occasionally when 
times were good we bought a few 
fancy threads.’ Gucci? Tommy Hil- 
flger? OH NO! Mr. Sears and Roe¬ 
buck provided our finery. We would 
fill out catalog order form and then 
wait week after week after week for 
our train-order mail system. 

To launder these nice new 
clothes, today we simply toss them 
into our automatic washers, push a 
button, turn a dial and walk away. 
Note that when we say automatic 
washer it implies this was not always 
the case. My first washer was a galva¬ 
nized tub and an old metal scrub 
board, which required a great deal of 
hand and knuckle action. The only 
thing automatic about the process 
was it kept coming around every 
week. The cottons which we pressed 
with old flat irons heated on the 
cook stove gave way to polyesters 
and blends which now require very 
little care and only an occasional 
touch from our electric irons. 

I gave up years ago trying to be 
stylish. I can’t keep up! I have sur¬ 
vived bobbi-socks, and saddle 
oxfords, spiked heals, platforms, love 
beads, and the mini-skirt! I even 
remember when only girls wore ear¬ 
rings and heaven knows, only a bull 
or hog wore a nose ring! I have 
watched hem lines jump two feet in 
both directions and things that were 
rarely discussed in the privacy of 
one’s home has now become the hot¬ 
test topics on everything from morn¬ 
ing talk shows to steamy afternoon 
television. From my seat on the floor 
in front of an old wet cell battery 
operated radio, listening to the eve¬ 
ning news, to a recliner, surfing’ 
CNN, MTV, and Jerry Springer on a 

26 inch color TV. 

now that’s Change. 

I began my education in a one- 


room schoolhouse with an old pot¬ 
bellied stove and one teacher. One 
teacher with the power to discipline 
20 to 23 students who ranged in age 
from five to fifteen. The morning 
began with prayer and the pledge of 
allegiance to the flag. How smart we 
were to spare future generations this 
oppression! 

I’ve watched day-to-day life 
become less toilsome. Scrub boards 
replaced by automatic washers; horse 
drawn plows and hoes replaced by 
tractors and farm machinery I don’t 
even recognize; and horses and trains 
outdated by automobiles and planes; 
but in our progress we lost some¬ 
thing. 

The homegrown, home-canned 
foods were replaced with small mom 
and pop grocers in the 1950’s only to 
fall victim to giant supermarkets. 
The diner where I could purchase a 
steak sandwich, mashed potatoes, 
and a coke for one dollar has been 
swallowed by a variety of fast-food 
chains. 

I’ve watched humanity survive 
the turbulent 60’s riddled with assas¬ 
sinations, political uncertainties and 
the birth of sex, drugs, and rock n’ 
roll! 

The crudest changes I have 
endured are the ones time and grav¬ 
ity have done to my body. A once 
youthful face... that some consid¬ 
ered quite pretty... has been replaced 
by one of lines, wrinkles, and sagging 
muscles. I don’t move as swiftly as I 
once did which makes my weaken¬ 
ing bladder even more dangerous. I 
look in the mirror and see my moth¬ 
er looking back at me and I have to 
smile. When I was young, I would 
look at my grandmother and silently 
think, ‘My goodness! How old and 
cranky you are;’ now that old grand¬ 
ma is I, and even with my creaking 
bones and sagging muscles I just 

can’t get it through my head. 

..I’M GETTING OLD!!!! 

I’ve heard many say, Age is just a 
state of mind,’ and if that be true, 
then I’ll be forever young. So no 
matter what problems await us in the 
new millennium, I have witnessed 
enough changes in my life to trust in 
our resilience!” 


Watery eyes: Spring allergies and helpful tips 


Each spring, as Kentuckians 
welcome the long-awaited change 
of the season, spring also brings the 
unwelcome discomfort of seasonal 
eye allergies.

The body’s 
immune response includes the 
release of the chemical histamine, 
which causes the redness, burning 
and itching associated with eye 
allergies. 

"People who experience eye 
allergy symptoms should visit their 
local eye doctor," said Dr. Max 
Downey, an optometrist in Camp- 
bellsville. "We can provide a proper 
diagnosis, so patients can receive 
the best treatment, which could 
range from over-the-counter allergy 
drops to prescriptive medicines." 

In addition, the KOA offers the 
following tips to help reduce the 
discomfort of seasonal eye allergies: 


• Maintain a healthy diet: Foods 
rich in anti-oxidants, including 
spinach, kale, broccoli carrots ana 
red peppers, help improve the 
immune system and combat the 
symptoms of eye allergies. 

• Use preservative-free lubricat¬ 
ing eye drops: Although antihista¬ 
mines can help with typical symp¬ 
toms like runny noses and sneez¬ 
ing, doctors of optometry warn 
those medications can make eye 
symptoms worse by reducing tear 
quality and quantity. The KOA 
recommends using preservative- 
free eye drops or, if you wear con¬ 
tact lenses, rewetting drops. 

• Take fish oil supplements: 
Omega-3 fish oil also has anti¬ 
inflammatory properties that can 
help reduce reckless and irritation. 

• Apply a cold compress: This 
will provide quick, temporary 
relieve from itching and redness by 
constricting the blood vessels that 
are releasing histamine in the eyes. 

Downey also said simple steps 
such as not touching or rubbing 
your eyes; washing your hands 


often with soap and water; and 
washing bed linens and pillowcases 
in hot water and detergent to 
reduce allergens will help allergy 
sufferers. 

In addition to discussing allergy 
relief with your optometrist, the 
Kentucky Optometric Association 
also recommends adults have yearly 
eye exams. Based on an individual s 
eye health and the severity of his or 
her eye allergies, the eye doctor 
may recommend more frequent 
visits.

Undergoing a Mastectomy

DVD available at library to help 
parents of children who stutter 


Parents eagerly anticipate the 
moment when their child first 
begins to talk. But for some parents, 
it is a time of anxiety because their 
child struggles to get words out. As 
many as five percent of preschool 
children nationwide have repetitions 
and prolongations of sounds severe 
enough to be of concern to their 
parents. 

The DVD in English and Span¬ 
ish, "Stuttering and Your Child: 
Help for Parents," helps parents 
detect stuttering and take action 
toward helping their child and is 
available at most public libraries. 
Some libraries have an older video 
format. 

Produced by the nonprofit Stut¬ 
tering Foundation, the film describes 
what kinds of stuttering young chil¬ 
dren may exhibit, how parents can 
help at home, and the role of a 
speech pathologist in evaluating and 
treating children who stutter. 

"Stuttering typically begins 
between the ages of two and five," 
says Barry Guitar, Ph.D., professor 
and chair of Communication Sci¬ 
ences at the University of Vermont 
in Burlington. "It may begin gradu¬ 
ally or suddenly, and many of these 
children outgrow their disfluencies 
naturally. However, if a child con¬ 
tinues to stutter for several months, 
or appears to be frustrated by it, 
parents should seek assistance." 

Guitar appears in the DVD with 
other nationally recognized experts 
in stuttering: Peter Ramig, Ph.D., of 


the University of Colorado at Boul¬ 
der, Diane Hill, M.A., of North¬ 
western University, Patricia 
Zebrowski, Ph.D., of the University 
of Iowa, and Kristin Chmela, M.A., 
also of Northwestern University. 

These experts address common 
concerns that parents have about 
their child, such as how to help the 
child at home and whether to seek 
the advice of a speech pathologist. 

Strategies parents can use to help 
reduce stuttering are given through¬ 
out the DVD and include reducing 
the number of questions they ask 
the child, focusing on taking turns 
during conversations, and making 
time to read or talk with the child in 
a relaxed manner. 

"Parents are relieved to discover 
that they are not alone and that 
other parents share their concerns," 
says speech pathologist Kristin 
Chmela. 

"Stuttering remains a mystery to 
most people," notes Jane Fraser, 
president of the Stuttering Founda¬ 
tion. "Watching a young child 
struggle to speak can be devastating. 
This DVD is designed to reassure 
parents and families that many pre¬ 
schoolers stutter, that they can be 
helped, and how parents can play a 
vital role in this process."

Not only does 4-H provide an 
opportunity for its members to try 
something they think they might 
enjoy, but 4-H’s programs are 
designed in a way that 4-H’ers will 
learn many valuable life skills in 
the process.

Kentucky FSA urge producers 
to enroll in the DCP/ACRE 


US DA Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) Kentucky state executive 
director, John W. McCauley today 
encouraged farmers and ranchers to 
enroll for the 2013 Direct and 
Counter-Cyclical Payment Pro¬ 
gram (DCP) or the Average Crop 
Revenue Election Program (ACRE) 
before the deadline. Producers who 
wait until the last minute to sign up 
could face increased waiting time in 
FSA county offices. 

“We understand that producers 
have gotten busy, but they can’t 
forget to visit their county office 
and sign up for DCP or ACRE,” 
said McCauley. “Just as farmers and 
ranchers plan their spring plant¬ 
ings, producers should plan to 
schedule an appointment to visit 
their USDA Service Center at the 
earliest possible time. It’s best to 
complete the paperwork now rath¬ 


er than to stand in line the day 
before the deadline,” advised 
McCauley. 

The sign-up for both programs 
began Feb. 19, 2013. The deadline 
to sign up for ACRE is June 3, 
2013. The DCP sign up period 
ends Aug. 2, 2013. 

The 2013 DCP and ACRE 
program provisions are unchanged 
from 2012, except that all eligible 
participants in 2013 may choose to 
enroll in either DCP or ACRE for 
the 2013 crop year. This means 
that eligible producers who were 
enrolled in ACRE in 2012 may 
elect to enroll in DCP in 2013 or 
may re-enroll in ACRE in 2013 
(and vice versa).

Pass the potassium please! 

Two out of three American 
adults have hypertension or pre¬ 
hypertension, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. Hypertension, or 
high blood pressure, increases 
your risk for heart disease and 
stroke, the two leading causes of 
death in America. Fortunately, 
most cases of high blood pressure 
can be improved or prevented 
through diet changes. 

Most of our diets are too high 
in sodium and too low in potas¬ 
sium. Too much sodium in your 
diet increases your risk of devel¬ 
oping high blood pressure. The 
average American consumes 
nearly 30 percent more sodium 
than they need each day. A diet 
that is high in potassium can 
lower your risk of developing 
hypertension, especially for those 
who are sensitive to sodium. 
High potassium foods help pre¬ 
vent or lower high blood pres¬ 


sure as they cause the kidneys to 
get rid of excess sodium in the 
body. 

You can find potassium in a 
variety of fruits, vegetables, 
meats and dairy products. Good 
sources of potassium include, 
but are not limited to, small 
baked potatoes and sweet pota¬ 
toes, spinach, carrots, bananas, 
dried apricots, poultry, fish, milk 
and soy products. 

Besides reducing high blood 
pressure risks, potassium has sev¬ 
eral other benefits including 
maintaining your body’s water 
balance, helping build muscles, 
maintaining normal growth as 
we age, and helping your body 
digest carbohydrates, which 
helps control your blood sugar 
levels.

Soil compaction creates friend¬ 
ly garden site 

Gardening season is in full 
force with the threat of frost now 
behind us. It’s a good time to 
think about your soil. Soil com¬ 
paction creates an unfriendly 
growing environment for plants 
and is a serious problem for many 
home gardeners. However, it is 
relatively easy to prevent. 

Compaction transforms soil 
into a difficult environment for 
plant growth by making it harder 
for roots, water and soil to pene¬ 
trate the ground. Major causes are 
working the soil when it is too 
wet, foot traffic and excessive 
rototiller use. 

To reduce this problem, it is 
best to avoid working in the gar¬ 
den or walking in it when the soil 
is too wet. Squeeze a handful of 
soil and if it forms a muddy ball, 
rather than crumbling when you 
open your hand, stay out of the 
garden area. 




Walk between plants and rows 
in the garden area to reduce com¬ 
paction in primary plant growth 
areas. 

Excessive rototiller use 
destroys soil structure and pro¬ 
motes compaction. When com¬ 
paction takes place in a dense soil 
structure, it also makes root 
growth more difficult. 

A little hand hoeing, rather 
than a rototiller, may be all you 
need to do to eliminate a few 
weeds. It usually causes less soil 
damage than repeated rototilling 
and is less harmful to the earth¬ 
worms that help aerate the soil. 

You also can use mulch to 
control weeds instead of tilling. A 
two to three-inch layer of mulch 
relieves the pressure of walking 
on the soil, reducing the degree of 
compaction.
